That 
experience added to the long one a of «y past was nor® thanm enough. 

I don t know what local papers you see. but in this case, for the first tine 
at least in Recent years, the wire services played the story straight, as did the Wx 
Post. #o snide cracks. In places the play was also heavy, as with the Sacrawmto Bee, 
which used sore than 40 colons inches of the A? story on the front page. 

On that Boston gang: I've written then why I refuse to go. There are the crassest 
coaaercialisera who have dons no real work, aren’t capable of it and after learning that 
they are deceiving the people and acknowledging it proceed to sell the sane deceit. 

They care nothing about either work or truth. They care about the fortune they are 
ripping of with iaprovisatloag and exaggerations that *5* be quite exc/iting to those 
anxious for knowledge but do sdainfore.
